“There {s no part of the farm which 
will give bigger returns for s0 little 
expenditure of time and labor aa the 
woodlot.” This statement in the 
July number of the Canadian Forest- 
ry Journal, 1. made by Mr. B. R. 
Morton, B. Sc. F., the silvical expert 
who “is ‘engaged by the Forestry 
Branch at Ottawa to demonstrate to 
the woodland owners of eastern Can- 
ada just how these bigger returns may 
be achieved. But if it Is not possi- 
ble to obtain such expert advice, there 
are yet three ways in which the farm- 
er, by the exercise of ordinary com- 
mon sense, can vastly im prove the 
composition, production and reproduc: 
tlon of his woodlot. 

Tho first thing necessar; is to im- 
prove the character of the crop, 
which can be done by cutting down 
and using for fire-wood all diseased | 
and deformed trees, as well as such} 
species whose presence in the wood- 
lot is not desirable.
